CREDIT BALANCE | 
INCREASING. 


“Phe latest fisures regarding 
Hongkong's -finances show a 
further increase in. the Colony’s 
credit balance. On July 3lst, the 
balance stood at $15,822,941; 
returns now published show that 
this - had . been increased on 
Aucust 31st to $16,350,038. 

For the first eight ‘months of 
the year the total revenue was 
$16,534,926, this comparing with 
$14,871,303 for the same period 
last year. The bigeest increase 
was in licences and internal 
Tevenue, this year’s frure being 
$10,703,161, as against $9,367.SS4 
for last year. . 

The expenditure for the eight 
months totalled $12.843/531, as

_ IMPORTANT 
INSURANCE DECISION. 


JUDGMENT AGAINST __ 
LOCAL DUTCH FIRM. 


A judgment of more than usual 
interest to those engaged in 
insurance, shipping, and com- 
merce generally, was delivered 
by Myr. Justice Gompertz, in the 
Summary Court, this morning, 
when the Puisne Judge gave hia 
decision in the recent action be- 
tween Man Cheung Yuenand the 
Holland China Handels Com- 
pagnie, in connection with the 
alleged wrongful detention of a 
copy of an insurance policy. 

Mr. RF. Mattingly appeared 
for the plaintiffs and the defence 
was conducted by Mr. F.G. Vaux. 

His Honour said --".The 
plaintifts, who are mérchants in 
the Colony, were coasigneas of 
cargo from Saigon to H-ngkong 
by the steamship Bourbon. On 
tne voyage to Hongkong the 
vessel stranded and certain cargo 
was jettisoned. Some of the 
plaintiffs’ cargo was insured with| 
the Ssigon branch of the Sama- 
rang Sea and Fire Insurance 
Company, for which company 
the defendants are the local sett- 
ling agents. 

* Claims being made for gene- 
ril averege’ contribution, the 
‘plaintiffs interviewed the defend- 
ants, who gave the agents of the 


_|vessel the usual undertaking ta 


pay the proportion due. The 
plaintiffs then got delivery of 
their cargo. . ‘

In connection with the recent 
sensational doubla suicide of a 
German named Hago Amberg and 
his wife, an inquest by the Coroner, 
Mr. J. R. Wood, commenced at the 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon.

_ Mr. RE A. Webster watched the 
proceedings in tha interest of the 
Universal Picture. Corporatjon of 
New York. for which the late Mr. 
Amberg was travelling representa- 
tive in the Par East. ~ 

The deceased couple lived in the 
Hongkong Hotel. It will be re 
membered that on the night of the 
5th November Mrs. Amberg took 
poison in the Hotel and was ad- 
mitted to the Government Civil 
Hospital, where ‘she succumbed. 
On tha 6th, white Mr. Amberg was 
being examined by the police in 
the detective office, Central Potice 
Station, news came through from 
the hospital that his wife was dying. 
Mr. Amberg overheard the sews 
and jumped into the Statizn com- 
pound from the first floor. He 
died five minutes after reaching 
hospital. 

The first witness called was Dr. 
J. Morrison, who stated that he 
waa summoned to the Hongkong 
Hye! aboct 10 pm. on the Sth ard 
taken to the room occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Amberg.

FAULT. 


it has been annvunced in the 
House of Commons that it has 
become desirable to confine ap- 
pointments of chargemen to the 
Hongkong Naval - Dockyard to 
those volunteering to come East 
without their families. The rea- 
son given is the housing shortage 
in this Colony. That shortage. 
so fares naval employees is cun- 
cerned, is due entirely to the Ad- 
miralty. More than two years 
ago, the Hongkong Government 
granted the naval authorities the 
use of a number of houses in # 
block of Government flats in 
the Heppy Valley district. 
on the distinct understanding 
that this was an emergency 
concession toenablethe Admiralty 
to build-for their own employees. 
The Government even went so 
far ay to-offer the Navy a site. 
The two years expired in July 
last, and as the premises were 
urgently required for the Govern- 
ment’s own servants, the naval 
tenants were turned out. They 
bad no naval quarters, however, 
into which to move, as the Ad- 
miralty had done absolutely 
nothing to meet the conditions 
which it weli knew would prevail 
Consequently. they have been 
compelled to seek other, accom- 
modation, thus aggravating the 
local problem further still. Now 
itiscalmly Ktated that new men 
may_have to come out without 
their families.

India’s Status. . 

Writing the ether day about 
the controversy between the Ir- 
dian delegates to the Imperial 
Conference and other Colonial 
representatives, particularly the 
South African delegate, we com- 
mented on the very unsatisfactory 
ending to the debate on India’s 
status inthe Empire. Practically 
notbing definite was accomplish- 
ed. and so faras the Kenya and 
South African questions were 
concerned, the Indian requests 
were refused ‘point blank. The 
inevitable has happened, and the 
close of the Conference has been 
marred by recriminatory phrases 
which, po doubt, will leave o 
bitter taste behind. Sir T. -B. 
Sapro, in his statements con- 
cerning Gen. Smuts’ attitude. 
has very regrettably added fuel 
to this possible fire of resentment: 
and altogether it is a most un- 
fortunate conclusion te what was 
meant to be a drawing closer of 
the bonds of Empire. The cleav- 
age. between India and South 
Africa bas but became more 
marked. The effects on the Indian 
public cannot yet be gauged, but 
is sure to be such as to cause fur- 
ther ill-feeling. The chief danger 
to peace in India lies with the 
thousands of professional agita- 
tors who will seize this opport- 
unity of launching further attacks 
on things British. The whole 
affair is an object lesson on the 
proper choice of language in the 
arene of diplomacy. ~ -
